St. Louisan Declares He Is Not Trying 
to Corner Market, but If It Cor- 
ners Itself He Will Profit 
by It. 


Developments of the next two weeks will 
determine the right of Thomas A. Cleage 
to the title of the “Corn King,” by which 
he is becoming generally known. 

Delivery of the corn for which Mr. Cleage 
has contracted on the St. Louis, Chicago, 
Kansas City and Minneapolis markets is 
due on Dee. 1. The corn is in the hands 
of the raisers and elevator men, and on 
their ability to deliver it will depend Mr. 
Cleage'’s ability to @ictate prices a month 
hence. 

How much corn his contracts call for Mr. 
Cleage will not say. Mémbers of the Mer- 
chants’ Exchange, who have watched his 
operations, place it all the way. from 
3.000.000 to 10,000,000 bushels. All agree that 
the quanity is larger than that corrtroljed 
by any other one man or any single in- 
terest. 

‘Il am not trying to corner the market,’’ 
said Mr. Cleage Wednesday. ‘But if it 
corners itself, I am going to be in a posi- 
tion jo get the benefit of ft. 

Tfle present damp weather is a big factor 
in alding the plans of Mr. Cleage. He has 
received telegrams stating that corn, which

is under contract for delivery to him, is 
rotting in the cribs. 

Every bushel of corn which perishes in 
thie fashion, and every bushel which lack 
of railroad facilities keeps from being de- 
livered in due time, will contribute directly 
to the Cleage ‘“‘cinch.”’ 

“If every bushel is delivered to me,"’ said 
Mr. Cleage, “I will still make money on it. 
If, as is certain now, a large part of it Is 
never delivered, I will be able to name the 
prices on the December crop.’ 


TAKES IT EASY. 

Mr. Cteage does not go on the floor of 
the Merchants’ Exchange. He stands leis: 
urely in the hallway and receives reports at 
the rate of one a minute from members 
of his force of a dozen brokers on the floor. 
When he is not consulting with them, he

Wife’s Departure. 


OVER STRANGE CASE. 


When Sweetheart of His Youth and 
Wife of Twenty-Five Years Left 
Him Heart Action Became Ir- 
regular and Painful.

Love is the direct cause of the illness 
which brought Henry Niebling to the City 
Hospital a helpless invalid. He is a prison- 
er of pain, pinned like a butterfly on the 
point of his passion. He was sent to the 
hospital Tuesday suffering from a heart 
disease, which the hospital physicians at- 
tribute to unrequited affection.

But the throbs happen 
at uneven intervals. They stop for half a 
minute, then they beat with rapidity, 3 
strokes in fast succession. For a while the 
heart movement is slow, one can scarcely 
hear or feel the action of that mighty little 
engine which preserves a man’s existence. 

Suddenly the movement changes, the 
beats come thick and fast, the patient is 
excited, Life surges through his veins and 
he forgets that he is a sick man. Quickly 
the stimulus passes and the patient, quer- 
ulous and pessimistical, sinks back in col- 
lapse. The heart has paused for a moment, 
, This has been Niebling’s life, he declares, 
since the day his wife secured a legal sepa- 
ration, 


EMOTION SWAYS HEART ACTION. 

The physicians in Division No. 8 where 
Niebling lies ill, confirm the man’s state- 
ment. The division physician states that 
Niebling’s story is true and that excessive 
emotion can interfere with the heart ac- 
tion of any person and perhaps cause death. 

“Emotion disturbed the harmony of this 
patients heart. Therhythm was changed, 
just as an obstacle in the track will change 
a sprinter’s stride. The heart, most fragile 
of human organs, responded to the emo- 
tion that the man suffered. When its beat 
was interrupted it became irregular and 
may remain in that condition indefinitely. 
The treatment for this disorder is to keep 
the patient quiet, give him stimulating 
food and try to rid his mind of the trouble 
which caused the dfistase. I think Nieb- 
ling will live. He its strong @nd his con- 
stitution is good.’’ 

Niebling’s love story has often been du- 
plicated. He, a village lad, wooed a village 
lass. They loved, wed and set forth to 
win a livelthood. 

She was the miller’s daughter in Baden, 
Germany. He-was the strong son of the 
smith, lusty of health and skilled in iron 
work. Maids smiled when he passed their 
gabled homes. For him there was only one 
maiden. Her father's wealth, his pertly 
size and double chin failed to daunt the 
lover. ”*

Burke, Faulkner, Geraghty, Karbe, Kin- 
ney, Klute, Koeln, Oberbeck, Stannard, 
Siange and Windmiuller, ll in all, voted for 
the bill, and Buckiey, Howard, Sweeney and 
Willlams against it. 

It was then announced that the bill had 
failed to receive the votes of a majority of 
all the members of the House, and was 
filed. 

The introduction of the bill at such an 
opportune time was the work of Speaker 
Pre Tem. Ed Koeln, who presided at the 
meeting. He said that he would take the 
responsibility of reporting the bill, though 
the ways and means committee, of which 
he is chairman, had come to no formal de- 
cision upon it. ¢ 


SWEENEY ROARED “NO.” 
There were no speeches in favor of the 
bill. Delegate Buckley argued against it 
on the ground that he had failed in an ef- 


fort to get two wagon loads of macadam 
for street repairs in his ward. This logic 
wes unanswerable, and seemed to fortify 
Delegate Sweeney in his purpose of voting 
against the bill. When he was reached in 
the rolicall Sweeney fairly roared his 
“Nor” 

*aulkner, who has 
through the_ circuit attorney’s_ efforis, 
showed a willingness to give others like 
opportunity by vot.ng for the bill. 

‘The bill was prepared by the city 
department at Mayor W elis’ request and 

had passed the Council. It appropriated 
$18 006 additional for the circuit attorney’s 
office 

The House then rallied its meager quorum 
to passing ten street improvement bills 
which had been in the hands of committees 
so long that they had reverted to the entire 
body. ‘This threw them into the hands of 
the committee of the whole, and Sweeney, 
being named as chairman of this commit- 
tee, presided while the bilis were being read 
and passed. 

Sweeney has a personal grievance against 
the street depar ment, but was finally per- 
suaded to give his vote with the others for 
the passage of the improvement bills.

Days Is Record of Young Lover 
of Nature and Fruit 
Raiser. 


T. J. MESSICK. 
ot et a nly 


Though only 9 years old, Thomas T. Mes- 
sick, son of H. L. Messick, of Quincy, I1., 
has established a record.as an orchardist, 
and his skill at pruning trees is said to 
be equal to that of men who have spent 
years at the work, 

The youngster has been a student of 
horticulture ever since he stepped out of 
his swaddling clothes, and today he can- 
not only do things that astonish the old- 
timers who look after fruits, but he can 
tell with equal readiness how they should 
done. 

Thomas is the youngest delegate attend- 
ing the seseions cf the American Apple 
Growers’ Congress now in progress at the 
Lindell Hotel. 

Representative producers from every 
state’ in the Mississippi valley are present, 
and the occasion ts one of unmixed joy 
to the little fellow, who is being reared 
among fruit trees. 

Thomas has worked in several orchards 
which his father controls. He has spent 
most of his time, however, at those in 
Stiliwell and Loraine, Adams Coimty, II. 
In three days he pruned six 40-yearold 
trees, 

This is the best showing he hes yet made, 
but he is »econ.ing more expert at the 
work and thinks that after awhile he will 
be able to prepare for nature’s treatment 
at least one tree a day. 


HIS RULES FOR GROWERS. 
Occasionally his brother, Fred, helps him. 
To chose who would prune trees properly 
Thomas has a set of rules which he has 
consistently followed out. 

1. Thr knife or saw should never be used 
von a fruit or ornamental tree unl¢ss ex- 
traordinary conditions should justly. 

2. All trees should be trained young with 
a céntral leader or main shoot, and no two 
main branches should ever be allowed to 
grow in such a way as to have the weight 
of the tree come upon a fork of the main 
trunk. 

3. When branches cross, so as to ve in- 
jured by rubbing together, the weaker of 
the two should be cut. 

4. Before they have attained materi} 
growth, suckers or water sprouts should 
be thinned out, though If the maia branches 
are bare, org t the head is open in piaces, 
suckers shofld be allowed to grow where 
they wtll gover this condition. 

The cause of these sprouts is that the cap 
becomes impeded by the bending do: of 
the branchcs., 

5 If large branches are to be removed, 
make the cut in the m'ddle of the enlarged 
part, where it joins the main branch or 
trunk, and not quite tn line with the face 
of the main branch or trunk. 

7. All wounds should be pa'nted one half 
inch in diameter with Hnseed oil paint, gas 
tar or grafting WAe. 

8. The main branches of a tree should 
never be cut away, but the head should be 
thinned when it becomes crowded from the 
outside. ' 
9. Cut off dead branches as soon as dis- 
covered and cover the wound with paint to 
prevent further decary.

Fatally Wounds One and 
Frightens Other Four.

SAVES .COMPANY’S TREASURE 


NOT AWED BY ATTEMPT TO FIRE 
DYNAMITE UNDER CAR. 


TRINIDAD, Colo., Nov. 19.—Thea robber 
who was shot last night by Express Mes- 
senger W. H. Schriber of Fort Worth. Tex., 
was abandoned by his four companions 
in their flight and was found early this 
morning in the brush not far from the 
scene of the attempted train robbery otf 
the Colorado & Southern railread. near 
Beshoar, 12 miles south of Trinidad. 

The wounded man was brought to this 
city. He was shot in the stomach, and it 
is thought he cannot live long. 

He has not been identified and he re- 
fuses to answer questions. The other four 
outlaws fled toward the southeast, and 
so far have eluded pursult. 

The country through which they will at- 
tempt to escape is wild, sparsely settled 
and extremely difficult for anyone not fa- 
milar with It to traverse. 

Railroad men think the bandits intended 
to rob the Colorado & Southern paycar, 
carrying a large amount of money, which 
arrived here about an hour ahead of the 
northbound passenger train that was 
sto 
1e train was delayed only about forty 
minutes. 

It showed no marks of the battle except 
a few bullet holes in the door of tne ex- 
press car. 

Messenger Schriber was not hurt in ‘his 
daring battle with the bandits. 

H's stand against the gang tested and 
yroved hia courage and prevented the rob- 
bere from accom>lishing their purpose. 

He began to fight from the first and did 
not stop, even while the robbers were try- 
ing to discharge a sack of dynamite under 
his car. 

He was not awed by his peril and he shot 
at a member of the gang whenever he 
could see one through a emall window. 

it was only after the robbers were con- 
vinced Scriber would not open the car that 
they attempted to use the dynamite. 

Placing it under the car, directly beneath 
the safe. they ordered HPngineer Gliifall to 
fire the fuse. He reluctantly attempted to 
do so five times, but falled. 

Schriber by that time was making it 
too hot for them, and they fled. carrying 
their wounded companion, whom they 
abandoned later. 

While they were in charge of the train 
they not only kept up a constant fire at 
Schriber, but also ewept the sides of the 
cars with bullets to intimidate passengers.

~ James Lomasney stated to the Post-Dis- 
patch Wednesday that his brother, William 
J. Lomasney, exchange teller at the Third 
National Bank, who committed suicide by 
swallowing carbolic acid in Justice Culli- 
nane’s court yesterday evening. was wun- 
doubtedly _suffering from temporary in- 
sanity. 

A letter left by the unfortunate young 
man, and addressed to his brother, con- 
firms this theory. 

“I haven’t been in my right senses,’’ he 
wrote, “for some time, and I cannot bear 
up under the strain any longer.” 

“There was no reason that I know of or 
can conceive,’ said Mr. Lomasney, “why 
my brother should take his life. 

‘Hie earned a good salary, always had 
plenty of money, liked his work and his 
home life was happy. He seemed to be ail 
right Sunday, the last day we saw him at 
the house, and there was not the slightest 
intimation that he intended doing anything 
of this kind." 

Frank J. Mooney, a clerk in the office 
of the Board of Public Improvements, was 
an intimate friend of Lumasney, and was 
asteunded when he heard of his tragic 
death. 

“The position Will held,” said Mr. Moo- 
ney, “was a very difficult one, and he filled 
it so long that his nerves must have be- 
come disordered. 

“T gaw him only a few days ago, when 1! 
spoke to him about joining the Knights of 
Columbus. He said he would go in, and | 
was prepared to present his name at the 
next meeting. 

“Will was always bright and cheerfful, 
he had no bad habits and he certainly must 
have been mentally unbalanced when he 
killedghimself.”’ 

Lomasney left two. letters. They were 
stamped and were addressed to Miss Ma- 
zie McGrath of 413 North Twenty-first 
street, and to the brother of the dead man. 

The young woman was requested by the 
coroner to inform him if the letter to her 
contained any information concerning the 
affairs of the bank. 

She stated. after reading the letter, that 
its contents were wholly personal. 

The letter to the dead man’s brother was 
also delivered this morning. 

Lomasney was 29 years old and unmar- 
ried, and lived with his mother at 3916 Maf- 
fitt avenue, His brothers say that his health 
had been good, and that he had seemed 
cheerful. He did not go to the bank yes- 
terday afternoon, but went to Justice Cull 
nane’s livery stable, and later, with Fred- 
erick Nash, he took several drinks in the 
shloon of Patrick Kavanaugh, 

When he left his companion he said tha! 
he would go to the courtroom to rest, an:l 
asked Kavanaugh to awaken him at 6:30, so 
that he might go home. 

When Kavanaugh entered the room he 
smelled carbolic acid and saw that Lomaa- 
ney was dead. 


Lomasney had been connected with the 
Third National Bank for 17 years, having 
commenced as a messenger. G. W. Gal 
breath, cashier of the bank, says that he 
stood well with the management, and that 
his accounte are in good condition. 

Before receiving the letter addressed to 
her. Miss McGrath said that Lomasney 
was merely an acquaintance, and that she 
had not seen him for four years.

OLD VOLCANO 1S 1h 
ERUPTION IN UTAT 


SUPPOSED TO HAVE CAUSED DE- 
STRUCTIVE EARTHQUAKE 
MONDAY. 


IN WASATCH MOUNTAINS 


Disturbance Was Felt All 
Over the State and Great Damage 
Was Done. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
SALT LAKE, Utah, Nov. 19.—D. A. 
Turner of Milford, Utah, reports that an 
old voleano in the Wasatch range in the 
southern part of the state is in a state 
of eruption after having been quiet for 


many centuries. 

Fixplosions apparently emanating from 
the crater have been heard for miles 
around, while at times columns*‘of smoke 


and dust nave arisen from the old volcano 
and new lava formations, all very hot, 
have been found on the sides of the moun- 


tain. 

This volcano is supposed to have been 
the cause of the earthquake that shook 
Utah Monday efternoun, doing considera- 
ble damage in all parts of the state. 
The shocks were comparatively light tn 
Salt Lake, but in the southern part of the 
state buildings were ruined apd other seri- 
ous damage done. In St. George, a place 
of 3000 persons, nine distinct shocks were 
felt, beginning at 12:45 o'clock and lasting 
until 1:30. 

The school building wae shaken so vio- 
lently that tne ceilings were shatviered. .fne 
falling plaster caused a panic and the chil- 
dren rushed pellmell from the building, the 
teachers losing all control. Several chil- 
dren were hurt in the crush on the stairs, 
and one girl was carried out unconscious. 
Houses were shaken so badly that dishes 
were broken and pictures orune violently 
on the walls. Chimneys were demolished 
and walls of brick buildings cracked. Rocks 
rolled down the mountain sides, adding to 
the damage. The tower of the Mormon 
Temple at St. George oscillated ten inches 
at its top, and the spire of the tabernacle 
was shaken out of perpendicular, so that it 
may have to be taken down. 

Reports from Santa Clara, near St. 
George, say that not a.chimney was left 
standing. Ke Pine Valley, two brick dwel- 
lings were ruined. Part of a large brick 
store bufiding collapsed, while a_ brick 
dwelling was torn apart to such a degree 
that it is unsafe for occupancy. 

A remarkable phenomenon took place at 
a spring near the center of the town. This 
spring has always furnished a steady sup- 
ply of clear, cold water, which has been 
used for domestic purposes. During the 
shocks it was noticed suddenly to spout up 
like a geyser. First {t rose only a dozen 
feet in the air, then came another shock 
and a hissing column of water rose iike a 
geyser to a height of fully 100 feet; again 
and again it spouted, the clear cold stream 
having become hot and discolored with yel- 
low clay. After the shocks subsided the 
flow remained strong, although there was 
no more spouting. 

At Cedar City several brick bupetee 
were crack but none collapsed. The 
same situation existed in Parowan. In Bea- 
ver County, where the extensive copper, 
silver, gold and lead mines are situated, 
the miners felt the shocks, and tn several 
places loose rocks began to fall. Fearing 
serious cave-ins they rushed for the sur- 
face, and there were wild scrambles to get 


into the cages.

LIFE GLOBE WEATHERS STORM 


Cast Adrift in English Channel, Filled 
to Capacity, It Riges: Destruc- 
tive Seas Splendidly. 


LONDON, Nov. 19.—Another test has been 
given to the life-saving globe invented for 
use in shipwrecks by Capt. Dorvig, a Nor- 
wegian. 

The object of this test was to ascertain 
how the craft would behave in stormy 
seas. While the waves were running ex- 
tremely high, in which it was declared no 
pera could live, the globe was towed

STOUX FALLS, S. D. Nov. 19.—Mrs. 
Blanche Chesebrough Molineux, fashionably 
gowned, left the Cataract Hotel this morn- 
ing in a handsome carriage for a drive 
about the country around Sioux Falls.

Mrs. Molineux is an accomplished mu- 
sician, and after a new grand piano, which 
she bought here yesterday, was placed in 
her apartments she amused herself and en- 
tertained the guests as well, most of yester- 
day afternoon, with songs that showed a 
voice of great power and much cultivation. 
Her selections did not indicate that she feit 
any grief over the separation from her 
husband. 

Mrs. Molineux told the proprietor of the 
hotel that she has ordered her automobile 
shipped from New York and that it will ar- 
rive here in a few days. 

“T want to take some spins about the 
country,’’ she said in a cheerful mood. 
‘‘Haven't you some Indian tribes near 
here”’’ Well, I want to go out and see 
them all, and go through the bad lands I've 
heard so much about., And I want to spend 
some of my time in the Black Hills, too.” 

The visitor also asked for and was grant- 
ed a membership in the Sioux Falls Golf 
Club. While here she evidently means to 
keep in the swim and not permit the six 
months of waiting to hang heavily. on her 
hands or give an opportunity for repining.

So formidable a band of ragged pilgrims 
marching in perfeet order and chanting 
with a peculiar twang the short phrase 

raise God! Praise God!"’ had in it some- 
thing ——- to people like those in Mis- 
sour. Lispecially was this the case in 
New Madrid, where the inhabitants had not 
yet recovered from the unnatural] dread 
occasioned by the earthquake. The coming 
of this strange company int6 a house 
caused the people a thrill of alarm. Food

At New Madrid, two of the most distin- 
guished pilgrims determined to leave the 
band.

Dwindled to an 
insignificant number, the band finally re- 
moved to Arkansas, where their leaders 
died; and the remainder soon gave up the 
folly of such a life. and became more 
sensible and consistent Christians.
